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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has connbined claim 4 with the base 
claim and which comprises 70% of the molten metal lying on the large workpiece. This particular description implies that the majority of 
the heat input is directed into the large workpiece. Energy input, workpiece sizes, and workpiece compositions determine melting rates. 
Directing particular amounts of the energy to one particular workpiece in order to form a weld and in order to avoid "burn through" or to 
avoid "drop out" is very well known in the art and is generally taught in a first year welding class. The art used in the rejection, i.e., 
Mambo-Caristan, describe (column 2, lines 19-42) "training a C02 laser beam ... tilted, first, in a direction perpendicular to the direction of 
welding and, second, along the direction of welding." The instant claimed "molten material of which at least 70% lies on a side of the 
elongated weld that is closer to said copper body" would have been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made depending on the 
particular material sizes and the particular material compositions. IHeat input control is very well known in industry in order to provide a 
good weld joint. Three references are now cited, J P06 170567 A which describes input energy control with respect to a thick or a thin plate, 
JP2003225764A which describes adding coolant against a thin workpiece, and USPN 4,715.524 which describes workpiece sizes and 
shapes which are used to prevent burn through or drop out. 
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
